COLONY PLANNED BY G. 


DER, IN MEXICO. 


Little or No Clothes Will Be Worn 


by Followers—Says Llfa Will Be 


a Dream Instead of a 


Nightmare. 


New York.—A "Simple Life 
Par- 


adise Colony," where men, women and 
children will go about naked 
and 


where the men are never to cut their 
hair or beards, will be started this fall 
near Vera Cruz, Mexico, by Gustaf 
H. Ander, well known 
In 
the so- 


cialist 
and 
anarchist 
circles 
in 


this 
city. 
More 
than 
50 
per- 


sons have become his followers and 
have promised to sail for the tropics 
when he does. 


Mr. Ander is spreading "simple life 


thoughts" and "paradise breezes," giv- 
ing the plans for this unique colony, 
throughout the country, and expects 
by September 1 to collect at least 500 
colonists who have the same "free" 
ideas that he has. 


"When we get down to Mexico we

will get rid of all the clothes that we 
can," Mr. Ander said. 
"Of course, 


some of us will hold on to a few bits, 
naturally. But before long, when we 
have all become pure in heart, we will 
have no need for even fig leaves. 


"A person, I have observed after 


careful study, Is always more health- 
ful when he allows the air to circu- 
late over skin, and we intend to turn 
out the healthiest, happiest human 
beings in the world. What good does 
all this clothing we wear do? 


"Your body is now so choked up 


with starched clothing that fresh air 
csnnot get to it. Then, too, there will 
be an enormous saving of time by 
not making clothes and the hours that 
would be consumed In that occupation 
can 
go 
to 
developing 
ourselves 


aesthetically." 


For more than two years Mr. Ander 


allowed his hair to grow so that he 
shall be supremely fit for the colony. 
His beard falls to'his waist and his 
hair, when unrolled, to the middle of 
his back. 


"All of our men will refuse to cut 


eitber their beards or locks," he con- 
tinued; "it is an insult to the laws of ' 


nature to do otherwise. Hair Is fo 
some use. Otherwls.% why was It giv- 
en us? 


"I have concluded that hair mus 


he in an intangible sort of way use- 
ful in communicating with the itpirits 
around us. A* all events, a lot of tlm 
Is wasted in cutting hair. I preaum 
that the women by not braiding their 
hair will save a lot of time, too. 


"There will be no cooking to speak 


of. 
We will live on nuts and fruits 


When fruits are not in season we wll 
have to eat vegetables. But a studen 
of nature can see that man was never 
mean to use 'anything but 
produce 


from the trees. Our walking upright 
shows that we were meant to reach up 
'or edibles. If we were built like cows

fruit and nuts. 


"Each colonist will be allowed to 
ilse what he pleases. For example, 
personally desire to raise cocoanuts.

'00 cocoanuts, each having 
an 
ex- 


hange value of 1 cent. 
"In fact, life will be a dream Instead 


f a nightmare. There'll be no cook- 
ng and little washing. All women will 
ive to do Is to love and sleep. 
"The state, which is a poor name 


or the colonists' official assemblage, 
vill decide who are fit to be man and 
"ife. Men and women will be united 
1th a view to begetting the 
finest 


hildren. 
If the offspring does not 


urn out as it should, then the par- 
nts will be remated. 
- 


"There will be no limit on children 


n this colony. Each couple will have 


many babies as they want! They 


on't have pigs to raise, so they may 
evote their attention to youngsters, 
hese won't have to be fed or clothed 
i/ more than pigs, so they won't be 
uch trouble. 
"We won't even have to bother to 
ame the children. What good Is a 
ame except in competition and busl. 
ess? We won't have any books to 
keep.

swered. "And if I have bet, and hava 
seen the evil of it, I am all the fitter 
to talk to these young chaps.
